Fire Destroys Valuable Property 


and Cuts Comstock off From 
Railway 
Communication for 


Next Couple of Months 


Another 
disastrous railroad 
fire 


started at 5 o'clock this morning in the 
first tunnel this side of Gold Hill, and 
the tunnel was completely destroyed. 
The origin of the fire is a mystery as 
no train had passed through since last 
night. The first started in the middle 
and worked toward both ends, says the 
Chronicle. 


When the alarm was sounded the 


departments from this city, the Divide 
and Gold Hill responded and poured 
streams of water into the blazing mass, 
but were handicapped by the smoke 
and fierce heat. 


This is the second severe loss the 


V. & T. has sustained in this manner 
within a space of a year and a half. 
A train was made up at Carson and 
brought to Gold Hill to take the place 
of the local. 


Later — A Chronicle representative 


visited the scene of the disaster this 
morning. The entire tunnel is a total 
wreck and will require several months 
to repair. The tunnel is run through 
bad ground and is badly caved. 


A construction crew has 
been 
at 


work repairing the roof and last night 
a strip of about two feet was left bare. 
Two lights were left about ten feet on 
either side of bare spot to warn engi- 
neers to shut oft steam. 
The night 


watchman at Gold Hill went in the 
tunnel after the local 
had 
passed 


through and removed these lights. 
He 


says that he again went through at 
4 o^cj^clj: this, morning 
and at, .that, 


time theer was no sign of fire. A short 
time later, he says, the whole tunnel 
burst out In a mass of flames. 


This morning a strong Oder of 
gas 


was perceptible at the east end and 
this may account for the sudden out- 
burst 
described by the 
watchman. 


Smoke is issuing from crevices in the 
hill all along the line of the tunnel, 
showing1 how badly the 
ground 
is 


cracked and broken. 
Each end Is a 


yawning chasm filled with broken and 
charred timbers and 
fallen ground. 


TTilck, gaseous smoke pours through 
the mass while inside the fire is still 
burning fiercely. 


The fire will cause considerable in- 


convenience 
to the public for some 


time to come. Passengers and freight 
will have to be hauled over the Divide 
as was done al the time of the other 
fire. 


During the progress of the fire Val- 


entine Bastian was struck on the leg 
by a nozzle and sustained some severe 
bruises. 
No other accidents were re- 


ported.

NOTHING SERIOUS COULD RESULT 


GIGANTIC FRAUDS GO UNPUNISHED 


T 


HE Roosevelt administration has become notorious for 


the gigantic frauds that have been perpetrated since 


its advent to power, and also for the slight effort made to 
expose and punish the offenders 
A few of the smaller fry 


in the postoffice scandal have been indicted and a few 
have been tried, but not con\icted, as the evidence ad- 
duced by the government attorneys vtas not sufficient to 
convince a :ury of their guilt 
The delay in investigating 


these scandals has been a boon to most of the greater 
offenders, for that convenient lav;, the statute of limita- 
tions, has run its course an the time has expired in which 
they could be indicted 
That the statute of limitations 


covers a number of these questions is denied by eminent 
lawyers, but the Republican Attorney-General has decided 
that it does, and there is no way of bringing the culprits 
to trial, if the law pfficer of the government refuses to 
act 
One of the principal participants In the leniency of 


this accommodating statute is Representative Lottauer.who 
President Roosevelt described as "his personal friend and 
closest political advisor ' Littauer was charge with shar- 
ing in the profits of a large army glove contract, and that 
he had used his position as a member of Congress to ob- 
tain the contract, notwithstanding the provision of the law 
that no official should be interested m any such deal 
When referred to the Republican Attorney-General he 
promptly decided that Mr Littauer could not be prose- 
cuted, as the statute of limitations had run its course, so 
the ' closest political advisor" of the President escaped the 
humiliation of a trial and possible conviction 
Fraud and 


graft is getting mighty close to the White House when the 
statute of limitations has to be pleaded for the "personal 
friend" of the present occupant 


Postoffice frauds are not the only ones that are caus- 


ing sleepless nights and bad half hours to many political 
patriots 
Evidence is accumulating that huge land frauds 


amounting in value to $40,000 000 have been discovered 
and that six United States Senators, several Representa- 
tives and numerous government officials are mentioned in 
connection with the frauds, though Secretary Hitchcock 
of the Interior Department is continuously entering stren- 
uous denials 
The frauds in connection with the Indian 


lands now being investigated has only just begun and 
rumors of other frauds in other departments are said to be 
filling the air at Washington 
The delay in exposing what 


has already occurred may as in the postoffice scandal, be 
made for the purpose of allowing the statute of limitations 
to get in its work and permit other Republican patriots 
to escape the toils of the law
